This subcommittee felt it 
would be very bad for the 


vital in the early readiness 
stage. 

They feel that 
achievement tests should be 
made on a comparative 
basis because it is felt that 
the Mexican-American child 
is considerably lower in 
math and reading from the 
other students. 

The subcommittee also 
reported that some schools 
in the district have parents 
aiding these children in 
their learning. The 
Facilities and Staffing 
Subcommittee felt that 
money from the bonds 
should also go to the 
maintenance and improving 
of old facilities and not just 
new buildings. The 
subcommittee is going to 
investigate this problem to 
see if this can be done. 

They want also to make a 
list of resources whereby 
teachers can be hired that 
speak both Spanish and 
English. It was felt that 
there should be more bi¬ 
lingual teachers in the 
District. 

They also felt that there 
should be more emphasis on 
the culture and customs of 


the government. This 
provides that a teacher may 
come for 1 to 2 years so long 
as they are fully 
credentialed in their 
country and can speak 
English. 

The Evaluation of Minor¬ 
ity Group Achievement 
Factors Subcommittee 
made the following two 
recommendations: 

1. It is generally 
recommended that in- 
service training be required 
for all teachers new to the 
district to help orient then 
with the Mexican-American 
culture and language 
difference. 

2. That more Mexican- 
American students be 
brought into the Plus 
classes. So far 960 gifted 
students have been 
identified of which only 37 
are Mexican-American. 
They feel that some of the 
borderline cases be 
reviewed and more students 
taken into these classes. 

Some classes like E.S.L., 
Headstart, and so on are 
very good but more of them

Here 
is an area where he can 
succeed and start building a 
positive self image, gaining 
confidence and self 
mastery, as well as physical 
development. As a child 
improves his performance 
in the gymnasium and on the 
playing field, he also 
improves his performance 
in the classroom, at home, 
and eventually on the job. 

It is the hope of the 
Kennedy Foundation that 
the Special Olympics 
program will serve as a 
motovational “framework” 
within which physical 
education, recreation and 
sports activities can take 
place. 

At the Special Olympics at 
Riverdale competitions will 
be held in age and ability 


classification in five basic 
events: 50 yard dash, 300 
yard run, standing broad 
jump, softball throw, and 
high jump. 

Winners from these 
events will compete in state 
regional competitions, and 
these will be followed by 
State competitions which is 
the goal for Special 
Olympics for 1970.
